oirect call from God to all His people 
to gather in the house of Gad for the 
»ct of special thanksgiving. 
Other 


scriptures teach and enjoin the same 
gracious invitation and positive com- 
mand: "It is a good thing to give 
thanks unto the Lord, and sing praises 
unto Thy name, O, Most High; "To 
ehow forth Thy loving kindness in 
the morning, and Thy faithfulness 
every night." 


' 0, come let us sing unto the Lord: 


let us make a joyful noise to the Rock 
of our Silvation. Let us come before 
His presence with thanksgiving, and 
m»ke a joyful noise unto Him w^th 
psalms;" "The Lord reigneth; let the 
earth rejoice; let the multitude of isles 
bo glad thereof." "Bless the Lord, 0, 
roy soul, and all thatis within me bless 
His holy name;" "Praise ye the Lord 
O, give thanks unto the Lord; for He 
is good: for Bis mercy endureth for- 
evir " "Let the redeemed of the Lord 
say so, whom He hath redeemed from 
the hand of the enemy." 


Thanksgiving to God, both public 


ard in our homes, is the most reison- 
able act which man can perform. 


Because man, with all his amazing 


abilities and powers of mind, is yet 
very dependent on God for every good 
and perfect gift and blessing which he 
erjoys. God is our Creator, Preserver, 
bountiful Benefactor, and Redeemer, 
from the power of sin and death, and 
tho bestower of eternal life. 


Therefore, for our own sakes, for the 


sake of our children, our neighbors 
aid friends, the people, generally, es- 
pecially the rising generation, in the 
towns, cities, communities and places 
in which we live, it is our duty, as 
Christians and good citizens, to assem- 
ble in this public aud general manner, 
interrupting business and pleasure and 
our usual avocations, at least once in a 
year to offer special thanksgiving to 


It is .a fact, deplored by all good 


Christians and thoughtful lovers of 
their country, that Thanksgiving Day 
is too much given over to pleasure and 
dissipation. All good and true citi- 
zens lament this. The fear is, that 
many of our people are forgetting God. 


We have so much in this highly fa- 


vored country oi ours for which to be 
thankful. 
We have a variety of cli- 


mate and fertility of soil which re- 
sponds so bountifully to cultivation, 
that we have not only ample supply of 
all minnerof food and clothing for our 
many millions of people, but aiso for 
the millions of Earopa and the older 
portions of the world. We have insti- 
tutions and homes which protect and 
guard the interest of all alike and 
challenge 
the 
admiration of 
the 


world. I believe we have the most 
highly favored country in the world. 
The abundant harvests from the fields 
and orchards call for special gratitude 
to God. No dire calamity has visited 
our country. No plague or pestilence 
lias brought sorrow and lamentation 
into our homes. Tha labors of the 
husbandman have been blessed Labor 
has received a suitable return for the 
sweat of its face. 
The horn of plenty 


has been filled. The year has been 
crowded with the loving kindness of 
our gracious God. 


3. But it is just here we confront 


our greatest danger. We are liable to 
fall into the thoughtless, ungrateful 
notion, that because our daily benefits 
and blessings come to us so orderly 
and regularly, they are not therefore 
the gift of God and that we are not de- 
pendent on God, but on the laws of 
nature. 


(a) We must remember that God has 


created these unerring laws by which 
we etjoy all our temporal blessings 
Their very regularity ought the more 
to excite our gratitude and constant 
thanksgiving. 


It is the regularity of the laws of 


nature which leads us to put confidence 
in them and enables us to make profit- 
able use of them. Without such order 
and uniformity, man could have no 
motive to industry or incentive to ac- 
tion. 
Suppose the sun which lights 


our day and ripens our fruits and har- 
vests and supports all animal and veg- 
etable life, instead of rising regularly 
as it dees, were to appear, like a mete- 
or, suddenly, and then depart as sud- 
denly, 
all 
human effort 
would 


then cease in a feeling of helpless de- 
spair. 
If, instead of coming in a regu- 


lar manner, the seasons should follow 
each other without any order or law, 
so that spring should be immediately 
followed by winter and summer pre- 
ceded by autumn, the labor of the 
farmer and gardener and the cultivator 
of fruits would be at an end and the 
hum in race would perish from the 
earth. With such a want of system ia 
the coming of the seasons, he it and 
cold, summer and winter, there could 
be no seed time and no harvest; man 
would sink into enforced indolence; 
••lears would be in the way," and he 
would be filled with constant dread 
He would lack for his daily bread, and 
the earth would become a desolation 
without a sign of life, either of man 
'beast of the field, or fowl of the air. 


How unreasonable and ungrateful is 


the conduct of those who fail to dis- 
cover the presence of God in His works 
and laws, which so bountifully supply 
all our wants. 


Everybody must confess that the 


blessings which God bestowed on the 
Israelites in the wilderness of Sinai, 
which is car>»V» of euppirtirg a pipe,.

which thpn was made to support 3,- 
000,000 perple for forty years, were 
not less, but all the more the gifts of 
God, because they were bestowed in a 
regular and orderly manner. And will 
any one dare to assert, that our daily 
foe ' is less the gift of God, because it 
is sent, not at random, but in ap- 
pointed ways and at certain seasons of 
the year ? Was the water which flow- 
ed out of the rock and followed the 
Israelites all the way of their journey 
in the wilderness any less a blessing 
and tbe gift of God, than if a new rock 
for a water supply had been opened 
every day 9 And yet there are those 
who are ungrateful for the water 
which they drink because it descends 
regularly from the clouds, and comes 
from the fountains which flow out of 
the earth 
We condemn the Hebrews 


for their frequent complaints against 
G-><3, and their ingratitude, and yet we 
imitate their conduct. Because the 
pillar of cloud hung continually every 
day over the children of Israel, and 
directed their march, from one station 
to another on their journey to the 
promised land; and because this same 
pillar of cloud at night became a pillar 
of fire, so that the people became as 
familiar with it as we are with the 
stars which God lights up every night 
in the firmament, therefore they be- 
came forgetful that God was their 
3aily Benefactor. 
And we also are 


prone to fall into the same ungrateful 
habit of mind. 


It seems it is the frequency and reg- 


ularity of God's gifts that lead men to 
forget God. The constancy of God's 
blessings ought rather to provoke our 
gratitude, and call forth our continued 
a'nd cheerful obedience. But ingrati- 
tude seems to be a viper's nest in the 
heart of man which only the precious 
blood of Jesus Christ, applied by faith, 
can destroy. 


When we properly think of and 


begin truly to consider God's patience 
and loving kindness toward the chil- 
dren of men, we are reminded of the 
saying of the Highland fisherman, 
when asked if he thought God ever 
became impatient and wearied with 
His ungrateful creature, man. He re- 
plied, and his expression is sublimely 
eloquent. He said, "I think of God as 
holding the sea in His right hand and 
all the moors and hills in His lefi 
hand; and when He is wearied, behold- 
ing the wickedness of man, He washes 
it out in the sea, and then watches 
His mercy like a shadow, creeping 
across the moors and the hills." 


3. But, if there is one thing for 


which we have cause to be more thank- 
ful than for any other, it is the blessed 
and salutary power and influence of 
the Christian church in this land of 
ours. 


The Gospel of Jesus Christ—the pow- 


er of God and the wisdom of God unto 
salvation is fully and freely proclaim- 
ed in this nountry without hindrance. 
I believe I am safe in saying, that, 
notwithstanding a shameful catering 
to a depraved and false conception of 
the mission of the pulpit, a weak 
courting of popular applause and the 
degrading of the pulpit to the level 
of a lecture platform, or a political 
propaganda, in some places, by some 
who bear the name of ministers of the 
Gospel of Christ, yet in our country 
the pure gospel is more faithfully 
preached than in any other land. 


Our forefathers, who came first to 


this land to find a home for civil and 
religious liberty, were exceedingly 
wise. 
They had the wisdom which 


cometh from God. They planted, in 
fact, the church and school house side 
by side. They felt and knew they 
must have God for their portion and 
helper. Therefore they honored God 
by establishing the church in the very 
beginning of their history. 
They 


knew there could be no true and per 
manent religion without the church 
that the gospel must he regularly 
preached and the holy sacraments ad 
ministered. 
They knew, too, tha 


Christianity without education and in 
telligent thought would degenerat 
into superstition and fanaticism. Bu 
at the same time their wisdom ani 
prudence taught them, that educatio: 
without Christianity, would drift int 
rationalism and infidelity. Therefore

miles west of Altoona, the boiler of a 
hig Iwomoiive which was pushing a 
freight trafu up the western slope of 
the Alleghenies on the Pittsbnrg divi- 
sion of the Pennsylvania railroad, ex- 
ploded, killing two trainmen and in- 
juring three others. 
Those who lost 


thr ir lives are David J. Pringle, engi- 
neer, of Conemaugh; Scott Seese, flag- 
man, of Altoona. 
Those who were in- 


j'red are Samuel L. Davis, conductor, 
of Altoons; Alfred Snyder, brakeman, 
of Altoona, and Harry Miller, fireman, 
of Conemaugh. 
The explosion came 


without warning 
and 
completely 


wrf eked the engine and the cabin car 
ahead a^ damaged the road-bed. In 
the caboose in front of the "pusher" 
were Conductor Davis, Flagman Seese 
and Brakeman Snyder. Mr. Seese was 
seated on the right side and Divis and 
Snyder en the left. 
When the boiler 


burst it tore away the end and right 
side of the car 
Mr. Seese was sitting 


directly in the path of the force of the 
explosion. He was struck by a piece 
cl the crown sheet of the engine and 
was hurled some .twenty feet across 
the track. 
His neck was broken and 


his body bruised. 
His companions 


were caught by the wreckage and 
sustained body bruises and lacerations. 


Engineer Pringle was a son of Mr.and 


Mrs. Jscob Pringle, of Wilmore. Flag- 
man Seese was born at Pavia, Bedford 
county, on August 27, 1865. Eleven 
years ago he entered the employ of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company, first 
in the capacity of a brakeman and then 
au a flagman. For some years he lived 
at Lilly. Ten years ago he moved to 
Altoona and resided there until he met 
his tragic death. 
On February 19, 


1S88, at Ebensburg, he was married to 
Miss Delia Stiittar, who, with the fol- 
lowing children, survives him : Oak- 
ley, Dillie, Lelah, Lulu, Salome, Clyde 
and Grace, all at home. He was a good 
railroader and an upright man. He 
was a member of the Pennsylvania 
Riilroad Volunteer Relief association 
ard of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen.

ants. 
Dr. H. Howard Hill having 


died since the action commenced, and 
as the tort committed, if any was com- 
mitted, was a personal action, and fell 
with the death of the alleged trespass- 
er, the plaintiff, by leave of court, en- 
tered a non-suit as to Dr. H. Howard 
Hill, and case proceeded against S. F, 
Gates, the sheriff, who executed the 
writ of execution. 
The sheriff eon- 


tended that he merely did his duty 
under the laws; that he levied upon 
the property which he had been told 
was the property of John Johnson;

"It is rumored that the Pennsylvania 


Railroad company will rebuild the old 
South Penn railroad between this city 
and Pittsburg to relieve the conges- 
tion of freight on its line between 
these two points," says the Harrisburg 
Star-Independent. "The survey of the 
old South Penn was made through a 
territory with many steep grades and 
much of the grading had been com 
pleted. The piers for the bridge that 
was about to be built across the Sus- 
qoehanna river between Bridgeport 
and this city are still standing in the 
river as good as when they were built, 
and much of tho grading for the line 
had been completed when the project 
to build the railroad was abandoned. 
The report is to the effect that the old 
line will be rebuilt from Pittsburg to 
connect with main line of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad in this city by crossing 
the Susqueuanna river over the old 
piers, and that a connection will be 
made with the Northern Central rail- 
road to be built from Marysville to 
Schock's Mills and thence across the 
country to connect with main line of 
the Pennsylvania railroad near Atglen. 
One of the reasons assigned for the 
building of the old South Penn rail- 
road by the Pennsylvania railroad is 
to checkmate any movement east of 
the Wabash railroad, which is seeking 
an eastern outletacros*Pennsylvania."
